Editorial  Comment — Numismatic  News. 


A REDUCED  SIZE  DOLLAR  AND  HALF  DOLLAR. 

The  proposition  to  reduce  the  size  and  weight  of  the  silver  dollar  has 
again  been  brought  forward  in  Congressional  circles,  and  with  it  has  come 
a proposition  to  also  reduce  the  size  and  weight  of  the  half  dollar,  to  popu- 
larize the  use  of  these  two  coins,  and  thus  increase  the  demand  for  silver, 
which  is  now  selling  at  its  lowest  price  in  years. 

Spurred  by  the  present  depression  of  the  industry,  certain  Senators  with 
large  silver  constituencies  let  it  be  known  that  such  action  is  planned.  While 
the  idea  is  only  in  its  formative  stage,  present  suggestions  call  for  a new 
dollar  but  slightly  larger  than  the  present  half,  with  the  new  half  dollar 
between  the  size  of  the  present  quarter  and  the  new  dollar.  The  present 
quarter  would  remain  the  same  size  under  the  plan. 

There  is  need  for  such  a revision,  these  Senators  say,  and  declare  that 
present  models  are  antiquated  and  cumbersome.  They  see  in  the  contem- 
plated changes  increased  demand  for  the  metal  which  would  more  than  off- 
set the  lessened  amount  in  the  major  coins. 

Furthermore,  they  aver,  such  a policy  would  be  directly  in  line  with  the 
Administration’s  policy  of  economy,  as  maintenance  of  the  present  paper 
dollar  has  been  estimated  at  approximately  two  per  cent,  a year,  which  totals 
an  enormous  amount  annually.  In  this  connection  loss  on  a silver  coin  is 
practically  negligible.

When  the  rare  occasion  arose  to  celebrate  such  an  unusual  event  the 
sturdy  folk  did  not  urge  anyone  to  come  and  see,  but  the  slogan,  “Hail! 
welcome  to  our  country’s  heart,”  rang  out  with  a true  sincerity  so  typical 
of  the  Islanders 

There  has  prevailed  the  erroneous  idea  that  Iceland  has  been  a dependency 
of  Denmark  and  formerly  Norway.  This,  however,  has  never  been  the  case, 
for  while  Iceland  was  first  settled  by  Ingolf  Arnarson  in  874,  he  established 
an  independent  Iceland  for  all  who  came  to  its  shores,  and  we  are  historical- 
ly certain  that  ever  since  930  the  Althing  ( i.  e.,  the  Thing  of  All)  has 
functioned.

Accompanying  the  above  tribute  to  the  sturdy  people  of  Iceland,  Mr.  Carl- 
sen  sent  three  commemorative  coins  just  issued  in  connection  with  the 
celebration  of  the  1000th  year  of  the  founding  of  its  governing  body.  A 
medal  issued  for  the  occasion  was  illustrated  in  last  month’s  issue. 

These  coins  are  medallic  in  appearance,  but  Mr.  Carlsen  says  they  are 
coins  and  not  medals.  As  proof  of  this,  each  coin  has  its  denomination 
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stamped  on  the  edge— 10  kronur,  5 kronur,  2 kronur.  The  illustrations  are 
actual  size.  All  are  signed  with  the  initials  B.  B.  The  10  kronur  annears 
to  be  struck  in  silver.  The  5 kronur  is  a composition  metal  resembling

silver  ancl  nickel,  and  the  2 kronur  is  in  bronze.  The  Danish  and  Norwegian 
krone  and  the  Swedish  krona  are  equivalent  to  .2680  cents  in  United  States 
currency.

It  is 
struck  in  silver  and  is  dated  1930.  We  have  no  information  as  to  the 
building  shown  on  the  reverse. 
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CANADIAN  INDIAN  MEDALS  FROM  18!)!)  TO  1929. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  monograph  by  Victor  Morin,  entitled  “Les 
Medailles  Decernees  aux  Indiens  d’Amerique,”  in  1915,  several  other  such 
medals  have  been  issued,  of  which  I have  compiled  a list  below.  It  should 
be  of  interest  to  all  collectors  of  this  series. 

No.  1 — 1899.  Treaty  No.  8.  Obverse,  bust  of  Queen  Victoria  to  left 
wearing  veil  and  coronet.  Inscription,  VICTORIA  REGINA.  Reverse,  a 
British  general  officer  clasping  the  hand  of  an  Indian  chief,  a tomahawk 
struck  into  the  ground  at  their  feet;  in  the  background  an  Indian  encamp- 
ment and  the  setting  sun.  Legend,  INDIAN  TREATY  No.  8.  1899.  Silver. 

Ring  for  suspension.  Messrs.  Wyon  prepared  the  dies  and  medal  which  is 
of  the  same  model  issued  for  Indian  Treaties  Nos.  3,  1873;  4,  1874;  5,  1875; 
6,  1876,  and  No.  7,  1877.  Treaty  No.  8 was  concluded  at  several  dates  in 
the  year  1899  between  the  Canadian  Government  and  the  Cree,  Beaver, 
Chippeway  and  other  Indians  of  the  Canadian  Northwest. 

No.  2 — 1901.  Visit  of  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cornwall  and  York.  This 
medal  is  fully  described  and  illustrated  in  Victor  Morin’s  “Les  Medailles 
Decernees  aux  Indiens  d’Amerique”  (Medals  awarded  to  the  American  In- 
dians), page  320,  No.  26.  Specimens  in  silver  and  bronze. 

No.  3 — 1905.  James  Bay  Treaty  No.  9.  Chief’s  medal,  a badge  or  pin 
with  union  jack  in  enamel  on  a shield  encircled  by  a gilt  band  with  in- 
scription CHIEF  above  and  TREATY  No.  9 below.  Councillor’s  medals, 
slightly  smaller  of  the  same  description  with  inscription  COUNCILLOR  and 
TREATY  No.  9.  James  Bay  Treaty  No.  9 was  negotiated  in  1905  with  the 
Ojibway,  Cree  and  other  Indians  inhabiting  a certain  tract  of  land  com- 
prising some  90,000  square  miles,  more  or  less,  in  the  province  of  Ontario. 

No.  4 — 19  06.  Treaty  No.  10.  Obverse,  bust  of  King  Edward  VII  to  right 
wearing  crown.  Inscription,  EDWARDVS  VII  REX.  Reverse  same  as  re- 
verse of  No.  1,  “Treaty  No.  8.”  Legend,  INDIAN  TREATY  No.  10.  1906. 

Ring  for  suspension.  Silver  and  bronze.  This  treaty  was  signed  by  the 
Chippeway  Indians  of  English  River  and  Clear  Lake  and  the  Crees  of  Canoe 
Lake,  in  the  northern  part  of  Saskatchewan. 

No.  5 — 1912.  Medals  for  Chilcoten  Indians.  In  that  year  two  medals 
were  struck  for  presentation  to  Indian  chiefs  in  connection  with  the  arrest 
of  Moses  Paul  and  Paul  Spintlum,  Chilcoten  Indians,  who  murdered  Con- 
stable Kindness,  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  Police.  These  two 
medals  are  now  in  the  Provincial  Library,  Victoria,  B.  C.,  the  reason  being 
that  the  Indian  chiefs  refused  to  take  them,  being  too  proud  to  do  so.  It  is 
impossible  to  secure  copies  of  same,  as  only  two  were  struck. 

No.  6 — 1920.  2 5 0th  Anniversary  Hudson’s  Bay  Company.  Obverse,  Hud- 

son’s Bay  Company’s  coat-of-arms,  with  the  motto  “PRO  PELLE  CUTEM” 
(The  skin  for  the  fur);'  surrounding  inscription,  IN  COMMEMORATION  OF 
THE  250th  ANNIVERSARY  1920.  Reverse,  Hudson’s  Bay  Company’s  flag, 
surrounded  by  wreath  of  maple  leaves.  Ring  and  blue  ribbon  for  suspen- 
sion. The  250th  anniversary  medal  was  presented  on  that  occasion  to  the 
chiefs  and  head  men  among  the  Indians,  to  the  managers  of  the  various 
stores  and  districts  and  other  old  servants  of  the  company. 

No.  7 — 1928.  Fort  St.  James  medal.  Obverse,  bust  of  George  Simpson 
to  left.  Below  bust,  GEORGE  SIMPSON.  Reverse,  Hudson’s  Bay  Com- 
pany’s coat-of-arms,  with  legend,  FORT  ST  JAMES  1828  17  SEPTEM- 

BER 1928.  Ring  and  blue  ribbon  for  suspension.  Medal  made  by  Elking- 
ton  & Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  England.  Two  hundred  and  thirty  bronze  medals 
and  50  silver  medals  were  distributed  to  Indian  chiefs  and  head  men,  Hud- 
son’s Bay,  and  other  officials  attending  the  celebration,  presentation  being 
made  by  Mr.  Charles  V.  Sale,  Governor  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company.  The 
Fort  St.  James  medal  was  issued  on  17th  September,  1928,  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  visit  of  George  Simpson  to  Fort  St.  James  100  years  previously. 

No.  8 — 1 929.  Treaty  No.  9.  Same  medal  as  issued  for  James  Bay  Treaty 
No.  9,  1905.  description  given  above,  No.  3,  also  in  The  Numismatist  for 
August,  1929,  page  503.  This  treaty  signed  in  1929  covers  all  that  tract  of 
land  and  land  covered  by  water  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  comprising  part 
of  the  District  of  Kenora  (Patricia  portion),  containing  128,320  square 
miles,  more  or  less.

Following  are  some  of  the  prices  realized  at  the  201st  auction  sale  held 
by  fh,,He?S  Naehf.,  at  Frankfurt,  Main,  Germany,  on  June  23,  1930 
and  the  following  days,  the  collection  dispersed  being  that  of  the  late  Franz 
SfS--  The  result  of  the  auction  proves  that  in  the  field  of  art  the  prices 
of  really  fiist  class  material  do  not  suffer  unfavorably,  no  matter  how  vio- 
lent an  economic  depression  may  be. 

Most  of  the  material  in  this  collection  was  the  coinages  of  the  Counts  of 
Hohenlohe  in  which  series  this  collection  was  probably  the  most  complete 
Naturally,  therefore,  this  series  created  the  greatest  interest  among  the 
participating  museums,  collectors  and  dealers,  and  the  prices  actually  re- 
alized greatly  exceeded  the  original  appraisals  of  the  auctioneers  Among

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TWO  MEDALS  ON  EVACUATION  OF  THE  RHINELAND. 

We  illustrate  here  a medal  just  issued  in  Germany  upon  the  liberation  of 
the  German  Rhine  country  from  the  occupation  of  the  Allied  armies  The 
medal  was  designed  by  the  sculptor,  Carl  Stock,  of  Frankfort,  and  is  struck 
in  bronze,  size  110  mm. 
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The  obverse  shows  the  German  eagle  breaking  the  yoke  and  chains.  The 
reverse  shows  a right  hand  raised  for  the  oath  of  loyalty,  out  of  the  words 
of  the  national  anthem,  “Union,  justice  and  liberty  for  the  German  Father- 
land:  Let  us  all  strive  for  this  as  brothers  with  heart  and  hand.”  The  sur- 
rounding legend  reads:  “To  Commemorate  the  Liberation  of  the  Occupied 
Territory.” 


The  Numismatic  Society  of  Wiesbaden-Mainz  has  issued  a bronze  medal, 
size  50  mm.,  in  commemoration  of  the  departure  of  the  army  of  occupation 
from  the  cities  of  Wiesbaden  and  Mainz.  The  design  is  by  a member  of  the 
Society,  Mr.  Ernest  Schneevoigt,  professor  at  the  Mainz  Art  School,  while 
the  inscription  was  composed  by  another  member,  Councilor  Kurt  Strecker. 


The  obverse  shows  the  genius  of  the  Rhine  country,  with  outstretched 
arms,  with  the  inscription  in  Latin:  “I  breathe  and  hope.”  The  reverse,  in 
two  circles  of  inscription:  “Many  centuries  of  war  twelve  years  neither  war 
nor  peace  but  let  the  future  be  consecrated  to  peaceful  labor.”  The  centre 
of  the  reverse,  by  two  parallel  lines,  indicates  the  double  head  of  the  River 
Rhine,  on  the  upper  side  of  which  are  the  three  lillies  of  the  coat-of-arms  of 
\\  iesbaden,  and  on  the  lower  side  the  two  wheels  of  the  coat-of-arms  of 
Mainz — a rather  clever  emblem  of  the  united  society. 
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A NEW  DICTIONARY  OF  NUMISMATICS. 


The  advent  of  a new  “Worterbuch  der  Munzkunde”  is  an  event  worthv  of 
remark  by  the  numismatic  world.  We  have  Halke’s  “tiln,i 01  r ly,  ,, 
published  in  1909,  and  a similar  volume  published  as  far  back  as  1811  bv 
Carl  Christoph  Schmieder,  but  the  new  volume  which  has  iust  been  issued 
under  the  editorship  of  Friedrich  v.  Schrotter  not  only attempts  to  e 
the  valuable  elements  of  both  these  earlier  publications  but  to  enlarge  the^r 
scope.  Reference  is  made  in  the  introduction  to  the  vocabulario  by  Edoardo 
Martmori  issued  under  date  of  1915,  and  one  of  its  chief  limitations  is 
emphasized  -the  author  did  not  read  German,  and  consequently  his  defini 
tions  of  Teutonic  coin  denominations  frequently  left  much  to' be  desired 
The  criticism  of  A.  R.  Frey’s  “Dictionary  of  Numismatic  Names”  is  much 
nr°w«?mp- Ilmentary-  but  his  unfamiliarity  with  the  field  of  ancient  and 
Onental  coins  cannot  be  over.ooked,  and  the  additional  material  since  1916 

we«  fpntiw0^  WaS  publlsh,ed-  is  considerable.  Under  the  circumstances,  it 
was  felt  that  there  was  ample  need  for  a new  dictionary,  and  this  was  decided 
upon  rather  than  reissuing  Halke’s  handbook.  decided 

In  an  effort  to  escape  the  criticism  attaching  to  all  of  the  titles  mentioned 

f0V?r_hthatrthey  were  he  product  of  one  man’s  work— a distinguished  group 
of  collaborators  was  commissioned  to  begin  work.  In  addition  to  the  editor 
whose  publications  on  the  coinages  of  Germany  are  well  known  the  ancient 
coinages  were  entrusted  to  the  learned  pen  of  Dr.  Kurt  Regling,  director  of 
the  Berlin  Cabinet;  the  Oriental  entries  to  R.  Vasmer;  N.  Bauer,  A.  Suhle 
and  J.  Wilcke  divide  the  honors  for  what  remains. 

The  volume  that  is  the  result  of  this  collaboration  is  an  octavo  of  777 
pages.  Twenty-eight  plates  are  placed  at  the  end — there  are  no  illustrations 
throughout  the  text.  The  type  is  excellent,  and  this  includes  the  Greek 
words  to  which  reference  is  made;  the  captions  in  heavy-face  make  reference 
eaus,y’  aS,,  g?od  paper  and  a fair-sized  margin  make  additional  notes  pos- 
sible The  introduction  setting  forth  the  aims  of  the  work  is  followed  by  a 
valuable  bibliography — one,  however,  that  is  not  entirely  free  from  errors 
and  which  might  bear  some  amplification.  For  example,  the  American 
Journal  of  Numismatics  is  entered  as  having  been  published  “seit  1907,” 
and  Wood’s  “Coins  of  the  West  Indies”  is  entered  under  flowland  rather 
his  last  name.  Kelly’s  “Cambiste  Universal”  is  dated  1923  instead  of

The  plates  are  taken  from  casts  which  are  reproduced  against  a black 
background,  with  a result  that  is  not  entirely  happy.  In  general,  the  pieces 
selected  for  illustration  are  admirably  chosen — no  possible  selection  that 
could  have  been  made  would  be  free  from  the  personal  element,  and  that 
the  limitations  of  space  have  proved  a serious  handicap  is  patent.  Perhaps 
wisely,  the  more  recent  coinages  are  almost  completely  omitted  from  the 
plates,  but  only  rarely  is  there  any  difficulty  in  seeing  why  some  coins  were 
selected. 

One  cannot  praise  too  highly  the  standard  set  for  itself  by  this  publica- 
tion. In  addition  to  the  text  concerned  with  the  term  defined  there  is  fre- 
quently a reference  to  the  authority  from  which  the  information  is  drawn, 
or  to  a periodical  or  book  where  details  are  discussed  at  greater  length.  In 
the  field  of  the  ancients  there  is  considerable  material  not  strictly  numis- 
matic, such  as  the  words  “petasos,”  “krater,”  “gorgo,”  etc.,  but  these  en- 
tries enhance  the  value  of  the  work  and  we  can  only  be  grateful  for  them, 
the  more  so  as  they  are  drawn  from  the  rich  store  of  knowledge  possessed 
by  Dr.  Regling.  Furthermore,  the  preface  expressly  states  that  the  other 
collaborators  are  under  obligation  to  Dr.  Regling  for  help  in  their  respective 
fields,  and  this  may  be  taken  as  a guarantee  that  none  of  the  thoroughness 
which  we  are  accustomed  to  associate  with  German  scholarship  will  be 
found  wanting.. 

In  addition  to  overstepping  the  limitations  of  space  it  would  be  a thank- 
less task  to  analyze  many  of  these  contributions — a few  general  impressions, 
despite  the  possible  unfairness  in  that  only  long  use  of  the  dictionary  can 
make  such  statements  strictly  accurate,  are  submitted.  One  of  the  most 
admirable  qualities  of  this  dictionary  is  that  the  definitions  of  coin  denomi- 
nations are  in  terms  of  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  metal  as  well  as  of 
the  type  and  size.  The  preface  makes  clear  that  it  is  the  intention  to  make 
the  length  of  the  entry  indicative  of  the  importance  of  the  term.  One  may 
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occasionally  disagree  with  the  result,  which  reduces  the  more  modern  words 
disproportionately  in  some  cases.  For  example,  the  word  “pul  receives  a 
full  column,  but  the  occurrence  of  the  denomination  in  Afghanistan  is  not 
mentioned  under  this  heading,  although  it  is  cited  in  the  definition  of 
“amani.”  “Pahlevi”  is  not  entered,  nor  is  “azteca”  (for  the  20-peso  piece 
of  Mexico) ; “fuerte”  is  another  word  that  deserves  at  least  a cross-reference, 
while  the  omission  of  “tlaco”  is  possibly  justifiable.  Under  kran  the 
preference  of  the  Persians  for  the  silver  coins  is  not  explained,  and  the  state- 
ment of  what  passes  current  there  today  may  be  inaccurate  by  tomorrow. 

There  are  some  inaccuracies  that  are  unintentional  obviously  so.  One 
of  these  states  that  the  Fugio  cent  was  the  “first  officially  coined  copper 
money  of  the  United  States  of  America.’  Another  statement  is  to  the  effect 
“by  the  North  American  Indians  the  quarter  dollar  was  called  ‘two  bits.’  ’ 
But  if  these  citations  seem  too  meticulous,  we  may  be  sure  that  they  are 
more  than  compensated  for  by  the  accuracy  regarding  the  issues  of  medieval 
Europe,  and  especially  of  the  many  principalities  that  later  made  up  Ger- 
many And  being  latest  in  the  field,  and  ab’e  to  profit  by  the  experience  of 
Frey  and  Martinori,  with  the  possibility  of  embodying  what  they  achieved 
that  was  good  and  of  avoiding  their  errors,  this  volume  is  one  without  which 
no  serious  student  of  numismatics  can  afford  to  pursue  his  studies.  It  should 
have  a place  in  all  libraries  where  serious  investigations  are  being  carried 
on.  and  later  editions  will  doubtless  eliminate  most  of  the  really  unimportant 
faults  such  as  those  above-mentioned. 


NUMISMATIC  BIBLIOGRAPHY. 

The  request  of  the  young  collector  of  Philadelphia  for  a selected  bibliog- 
raphv  of  numismatics  is  one  that  might  well  tax  the  ingenuity  of  a Phila- 
delphia lawyer  to  answer.  For  with  the  subject  of  numismatics,  as  with 
almost  all  others,  a witty  remark  of  the  great  critic.  Andrew  Lang,  holds 
true.  He  said  that  whenever  he  was  asked  for  advice  on  what  books  to 
read,  he  answered  “You  must  read  them  all!”  Obviously,  this  is  impos- 
sible, but  one  may  make  an  approach  to  answering  the  query  in  any  subject 
by  giving  some  hint  of  what  to  read  first,  and  also  what  to  consult  fiist,  toi 
some  of  the  greatest  works  in  numismatics  are  no  more  meant  to  be  read 
through  than  is  the  encyclopedia  or  the  telephone  book. 

But  I believe  the  first  thing  one  thinks  of  is  probably  the  best  beginning 
one  can  make  The  article  in  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  eleventh  edition, 
volume  19,  on  numismatics,  by  Head,  Hill  and  others  is  as  good  as  the  dis- 
tinction of  the  authors  would  suggest  it  should  be.  And  it  has  a selected 
bibliography  at  its  conclusion,  which  will  perhaps  help  any  young  and  many 

an  old  collector.  , , , 

After  this  first  suggestion  it  becomes  harder  Some  of  the  great  boons 
are  very  old  and  hard  to  obtain,  even  if  one  has  ample  means.  True,  none 
of  the  books  command  such  prices  as  the  rarities  in  literature,  but  standard 
books  are  not  usually  cheap.  However,  there  are  a few  general  books  which 
may  be  picked  up.  I assume  that  my  reader  has  one  of  the  catalogs  like 
Scott’s  old  one,  and  wants  something  more  readable  in  the  usual  sense  of 
the  word.  There  is  an  old  book,  which  I have  not  used,  called  “Coins  and 
Medals:  Their  Place  in  History  and  Art,”  edited  by  Stanley  Lane-Poole,  pub- 
lished in  188  5,  and  I believe  that  W.  Carew  Hazlitt  wrote  a general  book 
on  the  subject.  If  one  reads  German  (and  there  are  few  fields  of  learning 
that  can  be  mastered  without  some  knowledge  of  that  language  and  French  ) 
one  can  consult  Dr.  A.  Luschin  von  Ebengreuth,  “Allgemeine  Muenzkunde 
und  Geldgeschichte,”  of  which  the  second  edition,  19  26,  is  published  by 
R Oldenbourg.  Munich  and  Berlin.  It  has  full  bibliographies  and  seems 

pretty  well  done.  . „ 

On  ancient  coins  there  are  special  works — a beginner  will  mm  t-T-. 
Hill’s  “Handbook  of  Greek  and  Roman  Coins”  and  his  books  on  “Historical 
Greek  Coins”  and  “Historical  Roman  Coins”  delightful  and  highly  accurate. 
On  Greek  coins,  the  “Historia  Nummorum”  of  Head  is  famous,  though  bulky 
and  expensive.  The  other  books  are  or  recently  were  in  print  and  are  easy 
to  get.  On  Roman  coins,  the  recent  work  of  Harold  Mattingly  may  be  con- 
sulted.

The  first  part  gives  an  outline  of  the  divisions  of  the  ruling  house  and

’oca Don  of  the  numerous  mints.  The  second  part  gives  a very  in- 
teresting history  of  the  particular  Kipper  period  in  Mansfeld  during  which 
this  series  of  coins  was  issued,  and  the  author  has  taken  great  pains  to 
search  among  the  archives  and  official  documents  regarding  these  issues 

It  might  be  well  to  explain  to  American  readers  that  the  explanation  of 
the  woid  Kipper  is  a debased  silver  coin  issued  during  a period  of  finan- 
cial inflation  and  without  sanction  of  the  central  money  controlling  author- 
ity, so  that  the  issuing  moneyer  might  make  an  illegal  profit  out  of  such 
issues.  This  part  of  the  work  contains  stories  of  the  riots  created  by  the 
issue  of  this  debased  coinage  and  the  consequent  rice  in  prices,  and  also  of 
the  suppression  and  criminal  prosecution  of  the  mint  masters.  The  stories 
sound  like  some  of  our  American  newspaper  stories  of  Secret  Service  prose- 
cution of  counterfeiters. 


The  third  part  contains  the  catalogue  of  the  silver  coins,  while  the  fourth 
part  finally  describes  the  copper  coins  issued  during  the  Kipper  period.  The 
author’s  practice  to  intersperse  the  mere  listing  of  the  coins  with  historical 
notations,  and  thereby  eliminating  the  suspicion  of  dryness  in  his  work,  is  to 
be  most  favorably  commended,  and  the  numerous  varieties  of  the  coins  are 
most  vividly  portrayed  by  illustrations  of  the  varying  coat-of-arms  in  the 
text  itself.  In  addition,  the  book  is  accompanied  by  eighteen  splendid  plates 
which  help  to  clarify  an  understanding  of  this  little-known  series. 

To  the  American  numismatic  public  the  numismatics  of  Mansfeld  usually 
means  a few  talers  with  the  portrait  of  St.  George  slaying  the  dragon,  and 
they  are  not  likely  to  pick  up  in  the  American  market  any  of  this  very  rare 
minor  coinage,  which  is  described  in  Mr.  Hornau’s  work.  But  this  very  in- 
teresting book  represents  a thorough  study,  as  well  as  an  interesting  story 
of  a numismatic  specialty  field.

Obituary 

FRANK  STILLMAN  LU 

After  an  illness  of  two  years,  Frank  S.  Lusk,  a member  of  the  A.  N.  A., 
died  at  his  home  in  Missoula,  Montana.  He  was  a retired  banker,  former 
stockman  and  contractor,  one  of  the  pieces  of  construction  work  of  his  firm 
being  the  mountain  section  of  the  Moffatt  Railroad.  Another  was  the  double 
tunnels  for  the  Northern  Pacific  and  Milwaukee  Railroad  through  Western 
Montana.  For  years  he  was  the  lone  stockholder  of  the  Wyoming  Central 
Railroad. 

For  years  he  was  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Missoula,  re- 
tiring several  years  ago.  He  was  also  a member  of  numerous  local  clubs 
and  a director  of  the  Montana  Children’s  Home.  The  body  was  taken  to 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  for  interment  in  the  Lusk  family  plot.  He  is  survived  by 
his  widow,  Mrs.  Louise  F.  Lusk,  and  a daughter,  Mrs.  Mahmood  Abozeid. 


SAMUEL  HENRY  HAMER. 

The  death  of  S.  H.  Hamer,  of  Halifax,  Yorkshire,  England,  is  announced, 
which  occurred  on  June  18.  He  was  for  many  years  a member  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  and  served  as  District  Secretary  for  the 
British  Isles.  He  was  also  secretary  of  the  Halifax  Antiquarian  Society 
from  the  time  of  its  foundation  in  1900.  Mr.  Hamer  was  well  known  in 
numismatic  circles  throughout  the  world  as  a collector  of  British  tokens  and 
as  the  co-author  of  a work  on  that  series  several  years  ago.  He  also  occa- 
sionally contributed  articles  on  the  subject  to  The  Numismatist. 

He  was  born  in  North  Leeds,  Yorkshire,  November  1,  1859.  As  a boy  he 
became  a machine  tool  maker,  and  in  1888  he  established  a business  as  a 
maker  of  wire  drawing,  straightening  and  cutting  machinery  and  engineers’ 
tools,  which  he  conducted  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Hamer’s  collecting  activities  centered  in  tokens  rather  than  in  coins 
and  embraced  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  century  English 
tokens  principally.  He  began  collecting  as  a boy,  but  not  seriously  until 
1896.

to  quantity  and  conditions  of  issue;  third,  that  such  eemmomorative  issues 
have  proven  a splendid  incentive  to  the  collecting  of  coins  and  the  science  of 
numismatics  in  general,  and  have  been  issued  by  States  and  Governments 
for  centuries,  and  therefore  this  practice  should  also  be  continued  by  the

A report  by  the  committee  on  the  membership  application  of  W.  E.

After  introduction  of  the  guests  Farran  Zerbe,  curator  of  the  Chase  Bank 
Collection  of  Moneys  of  the  World,  New  York  City,  spoke  on  the  Chase  Bank 
coins,  showing  pictures  of  the  scientific  and  educational  method  of  display 
of  this  numismatic  treasure,  which  is  largely  the  result  of  the  personal 
activity  of  the  speaker.  Mr.  Zerbe  gave  a most  instructive  talk  on  his  re- 
searches into  the  history  of  the  1804  United  States  dollar,  soon  to  be 
published. 

Dr.  Edward  C.  Bull,  curator  of  the  Los  Angeles  Museum,  spoke  on  “Coins 
of  the  Bible,”  tracing  the  early  mention  of  monies  to  be  found  in  the  Hebrew 
writings,  where  payment  was  made  by  direct  barter  or  weight  of  uninscribed 
silver  and  gold.  This  educational  lecture  was  illustrated  from  Dr.  Bull’s 
collection. 

Mr.  B.  Max  Mehl,  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  spoke  on  the  interest  in  coin 
collecting  on  the  West  Coast. 

Mr.  John  P.  Kennedy  spoke  on  the  attitude  of  George  Washington  against 
having  his  portrait  placed  on  coins.  Mr.  Kennedy’s  researches  disclosed 
that  Congress  ordered  coins  with  the  head  of  Washington  in  spite  of  our 
first  President’s  aversion,  and  the  bitter  clash  over  this  matter. 

The  names  of  six  were  presented  for  membership  to  be  voted  upon  at  next 
meeting.  Mr.  Larson  presented  R.  E.  Papke,  of  Van  Nuys;  Mr.  Wilson 
presented  H.  E.  Herrling,  of  Pomona;  Mr.  Bounds  presented  A.  D.  Gage,  of 
Pasadena;  Dr.  Pradeau  presented  Mrs.  A.  G.  McCormick,  of  Los  Angeles;

VATICAN  CITY  STATE  TO  COIN  MONEY. 

A monetary  convention  between  the  Vatican  City  State  and  the  Italian 
Government  has  been  signed  by  Commendatore  Serafino,  Governor  of  Vati- 
can City,  and  Senator  Mosconi,  Italian  Minister  of  Finance.  By  this  conven- 
tion. which  has  a duration  of  ten  years,  the  Vatican  City  State  agrees  to  have 
all  its  metallic  currency  coined  in  the  Italian  State  mint,  while  the  Italian 
Government  agrees  to  grant  Vatican  currency  free  circulation  in  Italy  as 
legal  tender.  Gold  may  be  coined  in  unlimited  quantities.  Silver  is  limited 
to  $39,000,  nickel  to  $12,500  and  copper  to  $740. 

Vatican  City  thus  will  exercise  another  of  the  prerogatives  of  a sovereign 
independent  State  permitted  to  it  by  the  Lateran  treaties.  It  has  already 
established  its  own  postal,  telegraph  and  telephone  services,  while  it  sup- 
ports a tiny  standing  army.  Only  the  right  to  issue  its  own  coinage  remained 
unexercised  hitherto.
